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PAPERBACK BOOK MARKET SHOWS MODERATE GROWTH

Following the trend for overall book publishing 
receipts in recent years, paperback publishing growth has 
slackened its pace. In the 1963-72 span, total book 
publishing receipts grew at an average annual rate of 7% 
while in the 1967-72 period the yearly growth rate was 
5%. In many of the paperback book categories this slower 
growth pace is evident in the lower yearly rates attained 
during the 1967-72 period. However, in a number of pro- 
duct lines the growth rates for paperback book receipts 
exceeded those for hardback books as well as surpassing 
the total book publishing industry rate during this period 
(See table 1). 

The Census of Manufactures for 1972 provides the 
most recent detailed data on paperback book receipts for 
selected product areas. In the Census data paperbound 
books ate listed under Standard Industrial Classification 
(SIC 2731), Book publishing. 

Because data for paperback book receipts are not 
reported separately for all product categories in the Cen- 
sus of Manufactures, no overall total for paperback book 
receipts is found in table 1. The table includes only those 
product categortes in which data for paperbound books 
are given separately. 


Market Situation for Paperbacks 


Factors accounting for paperback book demand are a 
more educated reading public, higher personal incomes, 
and more leisure time and special interests. In addition, 
the availability of low-cost paperbacks has attracted a new 
generation of buyers who were not previously book 
purchasers. This availability has largely resulted from 
production economies, the more active acquisition 
policies of paperback book publishers to obtain reprint 
rights from hardback publishers, and the mass market dis- 
tribution of paperbacks through channels other than book 
stores. 

With more and more people buying paperback books 
has come the demand for a greater number and wider 
variety of books to satisfy personal tastes. Data published 
in selected issues of The Bowker Annual of Library and 
Book Trade Information (R.R. Bowker Company, New 
York) show that the number of paperbound book titles 
climbed from 8,396 in 1967 to 10,230 in 1972. Mass 


market paperbound titles made up one fifth of total paper- 
back titles in 1972, while paperbounds, other than mass 
market, (i.e., school, colleges) comprised the remainder. 

Paperback publishers have experienced distribution 
problems because of the great number of trade paper- 
bound titles published. Since many book stores lack suffi- 
cient room for display, these books remain on shelves for 
only short exposure periods before being returned to the 
publishers. High return levels have been a factor in push- 
ing prices upward in the trade paperback market. 

New book lines have been introduced to attract 
special interest readers. Furthermore, paperback 
publishers are doing original publishing for all educa- 
tional levels; in particular, publishers have developed 
book lines of children’s classics for the juvenile reader, 
and illustrated paperbacks have been published for 
preschoolers and for children learning to read. 


Elementary Sales Up 


Among the textbooks categories under SIC 27311, 
elementary paperbound textbooks showed the largest gain 
in receipts in the 1967-72 period, increasing at an average 
annual rate of 19%. Receipts for paperbound elementary 
textbooks climbed from $24 million in 1967 to $58 
million in 1972, and accounted for 7% of total textbook 
receipts in 1972 compared to 3% in 1967. 

Receipts for hardbound elementary textbooks 
declined at an average rate of 2% during the 1967-72 
period, dropping from $181 million in 1967 to $162 
million in 1972. In addition, hardbound elementary 
textbook receipts reduced its share of the total textbook 
market from 25% in 1967 to 20% in 1972. Com- 
paratively, during the period 1963-67 the growth of ele- 
mentary paperbound books had trailed significantly 
behind that for elementary hardbound books. 

High school and college paperbound textbooks dis- 
played much stronger growth in the first half of the 
1963-72 span. In the 1963-67 period high school paper- 
bound textbook receipts increased an average of 14% per 
annum and hardbound textbook receipts rose 6%, 
however, during the 1967-72 period high school paper- 
bound textbook receipts declined an average of 3% yearly 
while hardbound textbook receipts grew 2%. Industry 





receipts for high school paperbound books rose from $9 
million in 1963 to $15 million in 1967, but by 1972 had 
dropped to $13 million. 

College paperbound textbook receipts grew at a faster 
annual rate during the 1967-72 period than did hard- 
bound textbook receipts in this group; both paperbound 
and hardbound textbooks gained at slower yearly rates in 
the 1967-72 period than in the 1963-67 span. College 
paperbound textbook receipts, which had recorded a 22% 
per annum increase in the period 1963-67, showed a 7% 
annual gain in the 1967-72 period; college hardbound 
textbooks experienced a 15% yearly rise in receipts dur- 
ing the 1963-67 span but recorded a 4% annual increase 
from 1967-72. 

In the paperbound textbook area, high school paper- 
bound book receipts not only made up the smallest seg- 
ment of the market in 1972 at $13 million, but also 
showed virtually no growth in its market share of total 
textbook receipts in the 1963-72 period, capturing 2% of 
the market in both 1963 and 1972. In contrast, college 
paperbound textbook receipts nearly doubled their share 
of the total textbook market, going from 3% in 1963 to 
6% by 1972. 

Paperbound workbooks and standardized tests 
recorded substantial gains in their receipts during the 
1963-67 period with both growing at average annual rates 
of 10%. While workbook receipts held steady at $89 
million in the 1967-72 period, standardized test receipts 
dropped 13% annually, from $29 million in 1967 to $14 
million in 1972. Standardized test receipts’ share of the 
total textbook market declined from 4% to 2% in the 
1967-72 period. 


Religious Paperbacks Gain 


During the 1963-72 period total religious books 
receipts grew at a 6% per annum rate. Under the product 
classification of religious books only the “other religious 
books” category has a separate listing for both hardbound 
and paperbound books. 

This product line includes books of fiction and non- 
fiction dealing with religious subjects for adult and 
juvenile reading. In other product lines of religious books 
hardbound and paperbound books are grouped together. 
While total religious book receipts increased 4% annually 
in the 1967-72 span, other religious book receipts showed 
a 0.2% per annum gain in the hardbound category and a 
13% yearly increase for paperbound books over the same 
period. 

Whereas paperbound books in the “other religious 
book” product group accounted for 14% of total religious 
book receipts in 1967 and 21% in 1972, hardbound books 
in this category represented 27% in 1967 and 23% in 
1972. 
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Mass Market Paperbacks Surge 


Under the product grouping of general books, two 
paperbound book categories are listed separately while in 
the other product lines they are combined with hardbound 
books. These two paperbound book categories differ on 
the basis of distribution. The larger group includes adult 
paperbound books sold primarily through booksellers 
while the other includes paperbound books usually of 
digest size (4 '/4” x 6 !/2”) distributed 50% or more 
through magazine wholesalers. 

* Receipts for the entire product group of general books 
grew at an average annual rate of 9% in the 1967-72 
period. During this same period hardbound adult trade 
books sold primarily through booksellers also showed a 
9% per annum increase, while adult trade paperbound 
book receipts increased at a 22% annual rate. Hardbound 
books in this product line accounted for 23% of all 
general book receipts in both 1967 and 1972; however, 
paperbound books in this category represented 13% of 
total general book receipts in 1967 and 22% in 1972. 

Wholesale paperbound books usually of digest size 
and distributed 50% or more through magazine 
wholesalers experienced only a 6% yearly gain in receipts 
in the 1967-72 period and reported a slight drop in their 
share of total general book receipts. However, the average 
annual growth rate for this product line was greater in the 
1967-72 period, whereas adult trade paperbound books 
distributed through booksellers had a higher per annum 
growth rate in the 1963-67 period than during the 
1967-72 span. 


Other Book Groups Down 


Under the product class “other books and pamphlets” 
(SIC 27318-19) are found bound volumes of music, 
wholesale-priced premium book sales to food chains and 
similar outlets, closed subscription books (those books 
prepared for one buyer who usually gives them away, 
etc.;) and pamphlets, defined as any collection to be 
offered for sale of at least 5 but less than 49 paper-bound 
pages exclusive of the covers. 

There were two paperbound product categories listed 
under “other books” in the 1972 Census, “music” and 
“other” (SIC 2731814 and SIC 2731816). While the 1972 
Census of Manufactures reported no useful data for 
paperbound music books in the 1967-72 period, “other” 
paperbound books showed a 5% annual increase rising 
from $15 million to $19 million during this period. 

In the pamphlets group, the two categories listed in 
the 1972 Census were music pamphlets (SIC 2731943) 
and “other” pamphlets, including religious and text (SIC 
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2731959). In 1972, receipts for music pamphlets 
amounted to $6 million and accounted for 4% of the total 
“other books and pamphlets” group. No data is available 
for this item for 1963 and 1967 because of modifications 
in the product lines. The “other” pamphlet grouping 
showed a 1% annual drop in receipts during the 1967-72 
span, going from $44 million in 1967 to $43 million in 
1972. However, its share of the total other books and 
pamphlets group rose from 22% to 24% in the 1967-72 
period. 


Summary 


Although paperbound book receipts grew at a slower 
rate in the 1967-72 Census period than in the 1963-67 


period, during both periods paperbound books generally 
grew at a faster annual rate than hardbound books in the 
same product categories. This applies to those categories 
for which Census data is available on both hardbound and 
paperbound books. This growth trend is likely to continue 
because of the price advantage paperbound books enjoy 
coupled with the quality and variety of paperbound books 
available to the reading public. 

The elementary school paperback market should con- 
tinue to make gains as more book lines are developed for 
the young reader. Mass market paperbound books which 
have made strong gains over the past decade will continue 
to benefit from increased demand. Even the paperbound 
product lines which experienced slower growth rates dur- 
ing the 1967-72 span are expected to perform better over 
the next few years.

PRINTING AND PUBLISHING 


GRAPHIC ARTS COSTS AND EXPENDITURES FOR 
POLLUTION ABATEMENT

The Nation’s environmental concerns have taken on a 
new prominence in recent years. Producers, consumers, 
individuals and organizations representing every facet of 
American life have increased their awareness of the coun- 
try’s air, water and land habitability requirements. This 
new awareness has come at a price, levied initially on the 
U.S. business community. A recent study by the Bureau of 
the Census has attempted to measure this price, in terms of 
capital expenditures for pollution abatement and the 
operating costs associated with pollution abatement. This 
report centers on the costs and expenditures of U.S. print- 
ing and publishing firms for controlling air, water and 
solid waste pollution. 

The Bureau of the Census reports that in 1973 the 
U.S. manufacturing industry spent $2.4 billion in capital 
expenditures for pollution abatement, and an almost 
equal amount in operating costs for pollution control. 
Over two-thirds of total U.S. costs and expenditures are 
accounted for by just four industries: primary metals, 
chemical, paper and petroleum. The cost and expenditure 
impact on U S. printing and publishing firms is considera- 
bly less than that placed on many other manufacturing in- 
dustries but—for specific establishments in particular 
localities—the price paid by certain segments of the 
graphic arts industry for pollution control is not insignifi- 
cant. 


Capital Expenditures and Pollution 
Abatement 


In 1973 U.S. printers and publishers spent an esti- 
mated $7.2 million in capital expenditures for pollution 
abatement (see table 2). The commercial printing indus- 
try—Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) code 275— 
spent $3.8 million, with letterpress and screen printers ex- 
pending $2.5 million, lithographic printers $800,000 and 
gravure printers $600,000. Pollution abatement expen- 
ditures by the newspaper industry totaled $2.3 million, 
while the book industry (primarily if not exclusively book 
printers) spent $800,000. 

These expenditures, specifically for pollution control, 
generally amount to only a small percentage of total 
graphic arts capital investment. For the average 
newspaper publisher, pollution abatement expenditures 


account for less than 1% of total capital expenditures. 
Commercial printers face greater*pollution control de- 
mands, with letterpress printers and gravure printers both 
allocating 3% of their total capital funding requirements 
for pollution abatement. 

Table 3 provides a geographic breakout of capital and 
pollution abatement expenditures on both a state and 
SMSA (Standard Metropolitan Statistical Area) level. 
The Census survey, however, indicates a paucity of data 
on a geographic basis, due primarily to problems involv- 
ing possible disclosure of individual company or 
establishment information. The available statistics indi- 
cate heaviest expenditures in the Chicago, Illinois; New 
York, New York-New Jersey; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, Minnesota-Wisconsin; and Los 
Angeles-Long Beach, California sectors. 

An examination of pollution abatement expenditures, 
according to both (1) abatement technique employed and 
(2) forms of pollution abated is shown in tables 4 and 5. 
The lack of comprehensive data, combined with possible 
problems of statistical disclosure, has placed rather severe 
limits on the extent of permissible industry analysis. The 
following comments apply primarily to total printing and 
publishing industry expenditures: 

1. Virtually all expenditures for air pollution abate- 
ment are invested in “end-of-line” technique control 
rather than the far more costly “changes-in-production 
process” technique. It is notable that some letterpress and 
gravure printers did employ funds for this latter method 
of abatement control, with total expenditures amounting 
to $100,000 in 1973. 

2. Graphic arts expenditures for water abatement 
came primarily from the newspaper industry. Control of 
solvent wastes resulted in capital expenditures of 
$900,000 by this industry in 1973, with $200,000 invested 
in end-of-line abatement technique and $700,000 in 
changes-in-production processes abatement technique. 
Gravure printers were also active in water pollution con- 
trol, with $100,000 in capital expenditures for both end- 
of-line control and changes-in-production processes con- 
trol. 

3. Solid waste disposal was a concern of several 
graphic arts industries, including newspaper publishers, 
letterpress and gravure printers, business forms manufac- 
turers, greeting card publishers and bookbinders. Total 
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expenditures for solid waste disposal came to $1.1 
million, identical to printing and publishing expenditures 
for water pollution control. 

4. The $5 million in capital expenditures for air 
pollution control were shown by form of pollutant abated 
as well as the abatement technique employed. Control of 
nitrogen oxides, hydrocarbons, and carbon monoxide ac- 
counted for $3.1 million of the $5.0 million total, while 
expenditures for particulates abatement were $1.6 
million. Newspaper publishers and book printers were 
concerned principally with particulate abatement; com- 
mercial printers, on the other hand, placed major 
emphasis on the abatement of nitrogen oxides, hydrocar- 
bons, and carbon monoxide. 

Table 5 provides limited data on pollution abatement 
capital expenditures by State and SMSA. Several plants 
located in Rhode Island, Oklahoma, and California show 
significant investments for nitrogen oxides, hydrocarbons, 
and carbon monoxide control, while a number of firms in 
Minnesota, Pennsylvania and New Jersey were concerned 
with the abatement of particulates. Companies in 
Mississippi accounted for more than half of total graphic 
arts expenditures for water control; expenditures of firms 

_in New York and Pennsylvania represented 55% of print- 
ing and publishing industry investment in the disposal of 
solid wastes. 


Operating Costs of Pollution Control 


In 1973 printers and publishers spent two and one- 
half times more on the operational side of pollution abate- 
ment than they did on capital investment in abatement 
devices. Total operating costs were $18.3 million; this 
amount was comprised of $3.9 million in payments to 
Government units and $14.3 million in other operating 
costs. Graphic arts firms were able to recover $3.5 million 
in costs, leaving a net abatement cost of $14.8 million in 
1973. 

A display of printing and publishing operating costs 
for pollution abatement appears in table 6. This table 
shows operating costs both by form of abatement (air, 
water, solid waste) and by type of cost (depreciation, 
labor, equipment leasing and the category comprised of 
materials, supplies, services and other). 

Graphic arts 1973 operating costs of $18.3 million for 
pollution abatement were divided among air ($5.2 
million), water ($4.1 million), and solid waste ($9.1 
million) control. Commercial printers accounted for one- 
half of this $18.3 million total and newspaper publishers 
ranked second with $3.8 million in pollution abatement 
operating costs in 1973. The bulk of printing and publish- 
ing operating costs went towards disposal of solid wastes, 
but for some industries such as periodical publishing and 


lithographic printing the operating costs of air pollution 
abatement were almost as much as the costs of solid waste 
disposal. 

Table 6 also provides data on the kind of operating 
costs required for pollution abatement. Of the $14.4 
million total, costs allocated toward depreciation ($1.7 
million) and equipment leasing ($400,000) are far less 
significant than costs of labor ($4.4 million). The largest 
operating cost category is “materials, supplies, services 
and other”, representing $7.8 million or 54% of allocated 
operating costs. For some graphic arts industries, 
however, labor costs are a factor of greater magnitude 
than the costs of materials/supplies/services. These indus- 
tries include book printing, manifold business forms, 
greeting card publishing and bookbinding. 

On the average U.S. printers and publishers were able 
to recover less than 20% of their operating costs for pollu- 
tion abatement. Some industries including greeting card 
publishers and bookbinders were able to recover most if 
not all of their operating costs while others—such as 
newspaper and miscellaneous publishers—found their 
cost recovery rate to be 10% or less. 

State and SMSA data on operating costs of pollution 
abatement are shown in table 7. The Chicago, New York 
City, Philadelphia, and Los Angeles SMSA’s all have ex- 
tensive graphic arts activity and the operating cost data 
from these geographic areas represent a sizable propor- 
tion of the industry’s total cost structure. A comparison of 
operating costs between these areas indicates that Los 
Angeles has proportionately lower labor costs as opposed 
to materials/supplies/services costs than either New York, 
Philadelphia or Chicago. New York City firms have sig- 
nificantly larger costs of solid waste removal (and lower 
costs allocated to air pollution abatement) than found in 
either Philadelphia, Chicago, or Los Angeles. 


Quantities of Pollutants Removed 


In the course of manufacture the U.S. graphic arts in- 
dustry generates and removes substantial quantities of 
pollutants from both the air and water. In 1973 the indus- 
try removed 13,500 tons of particulates, 38,900 tons of 
nitrogen oxides, hydrocarbons, and carbon monoxides; 
the industry also removed 548,000 tons of solid waste. 
This removal activity generated operating costs of $12.9 
million, and capital expenditures of $6.1 million. 

While these figures may not appear substantial com- 
pared to other U.S. industries, it is notable that in 1973 
U.S. printers and publishers spent over five times more 
per ton than the average U.S. manufacturing industry for 
the removal of air pollutants (77.5¢ per ton by printers 
and publishers vs. 14.5¢ per ton by U.S. industry average) 
and over two and one-half times more for graphic arts 





firms to remove solid waste (16.1¢ per ton by printers and 
publishers vs. 6.1¢ per ton by U.S. industry average). Ta- 
ble 8 contains information on expenditures, costs, and 
quantities of pollutants removed by printers and 
publishers in 1973. 

As a result of necessary operational characteristics, 
the removal of nitrogen oxides, hydrocarbons, and carbon 
monoxide from the air falls primarily on letterpress and 
screen printers, and lithographic platemakers. These two 
industries accounted for over 85% of the reported 
removal of these types of pollutants in 1973. Greeting 
card publishers, lithographic printers and book printers 
have significantly different manufacturing characteristics 
from the aforementioned industries and combined to 
represent over 90% of total removal of particulates from 
the air in 1973. 

The newspaper industry collects and disposes of the 
largest single quantities of solid waste: in 1973, approx- 
imately 124,000 tons were removed by this industry. As a 
group, commercial printers accounted for 208,000 tons in 
1973, business forms companies removed 81,000 tons, 
and book publishers and book printers collected and dis- 
posed of 92,000 tons of solid waste. 

Some state and SMSA data on quantities of pollutants 
removed is shown in table 9. The table enables some 
regional cost comparisons to be made, particularly with 
regard to solid waste disposal. The Los Angeles-Long 
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Beach SMSA, for example, reported operating costs of 
solid waste collection and removal at 12.2¢ per ton vs. 
New York City’s reported operating costs of 30.3¢ per 
ton. Firms in the Chicago SMSA accounted for 73% of 
total reported removal of nitrogen oxides, hydrocarbons 
and carbon monoxide by the U.S. graphic arts industry in 
1973. 


Summary 


The U.S. printing and publishing industry, along with 
other manufacturing industries, is making a concerted 
effort to protect the environment from air, water, and 
solid waste pollution. The price of this effort to the 
graphic arts industry, including operating costs and 
capital expenditures, came to $25.5 million in 1973, and 
fell most heavily on newspaper and commercial printing 
establishments.

INDUSTRIES RANKS HIGH AMONG ALL U.S. 
MANUFACTURING 


By Charles R. Cook 


In the 1972 Census of Manufactures, subject series 
publication MC72(1)-1, GENERAL SUMMARY, 
Statistics are shown for both the 20 major two-digit Stan- 
dard Industrial Classifications (SIC) of the manufacturing 
category, as well as for the four-digit SIC industry compo- 
nents. In addition to industry totals at the national level, 
selected geographic data for states are included in the 
publication. 

The following analysis is a comparison of selected 
general statistics of the Printing, Publishing and Allied In- 
dustries (SIC 27) with the 19 other industry groups of U.S. 
manufacturing. The table below shows the rank of SIC 27 
and its share of total compared to all manufacturing in- 
dustries.

Graphic Industry Plants Outnumber All 
Other 


In 1972 there was a record high of 42,102 individual 
printing and publishing establishments, more than any 
other major manufacturing group (see table 10). This 
plant count represents 13% of all 312,671 manufacturing 
plants in the country. The second highest number of 
establishments were classified in major group 35, Machin- 
ery, Except Electrical, with 40,792 plants. 


The establishment count for SIC 27 has exceeded all 
other major groups for the last three Census periods. In 
1963 the count totaled 38,090 plants and in 1967, 37,989 
plants. Interestingly, the decline of 101 establishments be- 
tween 1963 and 1967 was the first decline since the 
1929/1933 period. In that 4-year period there was a drop 
of 8,000 plants, from 27,000 plants in 1929 to 19,000 in 
1933. 

The establishment count for the printing and publish- 
ing group in the 1954 and 1958 Census of Manufactures 
was far below the total count for other industry groups. In 
1954 there were 32, 530 graphic industry plants, while the 
Food and Kindred Products Industry (SIC 20) had in ex- 
cess of 42,000 plants and the Lumber and Wood Products 
Industry (SIC 24) reported over 41,000 individual plants. 
In 1958 the food industry with 41,900 plants and the lum- 
ber industry with 37,900 plants were still above the 
graphic industries plant count of 35,500. By 1972 the food 
industry had dropped by 14,000 plants to a total of 28,000 
establishments. The lumber industry experienced a 7,500 
drop in plant count to a total just under 34,000. In that 
same 18-year span the printing and publishing industry 
establishments total jumped by 9,500 plants, an increase 
of 29%. 

Not included in the total establishment count were 
470 central administrative offices and auxiliaries oper- 
ated by the printing and publishing industries in 1972. 
These were composed of 347 central administrative 
offices that employed nearly 22,000 persons, 6 research 
facilities, 41 warehousing operations, 6 separate 
electronic data processing establishments and 70 plants 
engaged in “other activities”. The 470 plants employed 
29,000 persons with a payroll for these operations in 1972 
amounting to $331 million. 


Seven Decades of Employment 
Stability 


Since 1904 there has been an amazing record of con- 
tinual employment growth in the printing and publishing 
industries. In the 68-year period of 1904/72 there have 
been only 6 periods of time in which a drop of employ- 
ment was experienced. In each case the decline coincides 
closely with a depressed national economy. In_ the 
1919-21 period there was an employment drop of 20,000

workers. The 1929-33 span, showing understandably the 
largest employment decline, amounted to a loss of 
167,000 jobs. There was a minor decline of 3,000 in the 
1937-39 period an annual employment increase for the 
next 14 years, and in 1953 a sudden decline of 12,000 in 
total employment from 1952. Again, a long period of an- 
nual gains were noted until in 1970, the 17-year growth 
stopped with a loss of 13,000 jobs from 1969. In 1971 a 
decline in employment of 28,000 from 1970 was the 
largest single drop since the 1929-33 depression period. 

In 1972, printing and publishing employment rose 
7,000 and with 1,056 million people working became the 
eighth largest employing industry, representing 6% of all 
U.S. manufacturing employment. 

The number of production workers as a share of total 
employment in the printing and publishing industries has 
maintained a very narrow percentage range for many 
years. For the past 20 years the production worker/total 
employment ratio has been between 60% and 61% except 
for 1971 when it slipped to 59.7%. 

In the 10-year period 1962-72 there was a net gain of 
71,500 production workers in the graphic industries. 
There were gains registered in each of the years from 1962 
through 1969, culminating in an all-time high of 666,500 
production workers employed in printing and publishing 
in 1969. The recession that began in 1970 brought a drop 


in the production worker compliment of over 13,000 jobs 
and again in 1971 an additional loss of nearly 27,000 
workers. The loss of just over 40,000 production workers 
in the 1970-71 period nearly overcame the 47,000 jobs 
added between 1966 and 1969. In 1972 the production 
worker total amounted to 637,400, a gain of slightly over 
11,000 from 1971. 

Between 1962 and 1972 production employment in- 
creased 12.6%, an average annual rate of approximately 
1.2% per year. In the 1962-69 period, however, the same 
measure jumped 17.8% or about 2.4% per year, an 
average annual rate of increase double that of the 10 years 
of 1962-72. 


Graphic Industries Payroll Approaches 
$10 Billion 


A total payroll of $9.8 billion during 1972 placed the 
printing and publishing industries seventh among U.S. 
manufacturing industries and represented 6% of total 
manufacturing pay. The average salary for graphic 
workers amounted to $9,035 and wads the eighth highest 
salary in the group of 20 industries. 

Production worker man-hours, at 1.2 billion for the 
year, represented 4% of all manufacturing hours. Assum- 
ing a 52-week year, production workers in the graphic in-

dustries worked a 1,852-hour year compared to the 1,974 
hour per-worker year at the all U.S. manufacturing level. 
The hourly rate for production workers in the graphic in- 
dustries, at $4.62 during 1972, was the fourth highest rate 
behind only the Petroleum Industry (SIC 29), the Primary 
Metals Industry (SIC 33), and the Transportation Equip- 
ment Industry (SIC 37). Total graphic worker wages for 
the year of nearly $5.5 billion represented 5% of produc- 
tion worker pay for all manufacturing in 1972. 


Graphic Industry Expenditures Low 


Comparatively, expenditures in the printing and 
publishing industries during 1972 for new plant and new 
equipment were very small. During that year there was 
just over $1 billion expended for new plant and equip- 
ment with only seven other manufacturing industries 
reporting expenditures below that figure. Of the printing 
and publishing total, $246 million was for new structures 
and plants and just over $801 million went for new 
machinery and equipment. 

The graphic arts industry spent only $992 per 
employee for all new capital equipment in 1972 with $233 
per employee for new plant and $759 per employee for 
new machinery. This compares adversely to all U.S. 
manufacturing, which registered an average of $1,265 per 
employee for total capital expenditures: $282 per worker 
for plant and $983 per worker for machinery and equip- 


Graphic Industries Among Top Ten 
Producers 


With value of receipts for 1972 slightly above $30 
billion, the printing and publishing industries had the 


eighth highest dollar volume among all manufacturing 
and represented 4% of the $758 billion produced by all 
industries. On a per-employee basis, printing and publish- 
ing receipts represented an annual dollar volume of 
$28,532 per worker. Value added by manufacture in the 
printing and publishing industries at $20 billion in 1972 
also ranked eighth among manufacturing and computed 
to an annual $19,124 per employee.
